The House then procaeded to the consideration
of Lthe report of ths Military Commities on the
West Point Academy troubles.

Mr, Stevenson, of Ohlo, intimated his aApprahen-
8lon lest action on Lhe subject would be u?:\snodeng
and that the Honse would have a West Point case
every session. Jie bhad no objection to the resolu-
tion authorizieg the restoration of the three cadets
of the fourth class, but he was oppossd to the
second resolution, ordering the expaision of some
cadeis of the frst ciass, and the trial by cour-mar-
tinl of the rest, and he belleved that In adopting
such a resolution the House would be transcending
ita jurisd ction,

Mr. Johneon argued in support of the additional
reésolution offered by bimsell ordering & court of
inguiry into the conduct of the oMoers of the Aoca-
demy, He charged that as agaiost one of the ex-
pelled cadets, y whom he himself had nomi-
nated to the Academy, they had evinced malignity
and hate, and been gullty of falsehood, and that the
dropping of Barnes from the rolls after the Shaw
examioation was the mos” villalnous portion of the
whole transaction. He referred to General Upton's
intimativn as to the eass which Barnes couid be got
rid of, and sald that his (Mr, Johnson's) diswict had
been wounded in 1ts dignity by the action of (3ane-
ral Upton, who was not fit to occupy a position as
pedagogue in a distriet school. He declared that
the record made ur n&mlm\t Barnes, after a ralse
and spurious examination, wns a8 false as hell—as
folue lll the mallgonant heart of the scoandrel who
made it

Mr, Niblack eulogized the character of General
Pitcher, the Superintendent of the Military Aca-
dewy, and sald that, as a brave and gallant oMoer,
as a man of discrminating jodgment and of a high
sense of Justice in all the relatiens of life, General
Pitcher had no superior in the army. ﬂe appre-
clnted the delinquenciea of the three cadets of the
fourth class, They had been guilty of a grave viola-
tion of diseipline, baot that fact afforded no mitiga-
tion or legal justiication for the conduct of the frat
clnsa. But takiog it altogether, he was disposed to
treat the whole transaction as one of those excer—
tional ana impulsive aMairs that arise ocoasionally
in all institutions of lt-u.rntnf. He would vote for the
first resolmtion, to restore the eadets of the fourth
class, but he would vote agalnst the second resolo-

tion,

He asked to have printed In the Globs as part of
his remarks the version of the afa'rs as given by
the first class, and published in the New York

pers, and sent to the Clerk’s desk and had reada
citer to himself from General Pitcher, invoking
his (Niblack's)  nssistance Lo ct  him
from undeserved condempation, and from
malevolence, Inummm‘nﬂf that
the sub-committee  which e the
investigation did so with strong jadices; that
their sittings did ot exceed eoight hours; and that
although he had earpnestly entreated them to ex-
amine and investigate everything relat to the
discipline of the Academy, they had examined but

Mr. Coburn, alter commenting upon the facts {n
the case, expressed the lidea that the three cadets of
the fourth class should be punished slightly, that
the cadets of the first class should be punished
more geverely, and that the onlcers of the Academy
should pe visited with the sevirest repreliension,

Mr. Shanks, of Indians, desired the people of his
Btate to be represcuted in a protest against the
West Point School, That sehool onght to be wiped
out, aed ita interest spread among the several States
fnstead of being converted into a “school for scans
dal” which had alsgraced the nation.

He nsserted that shat gentleman's assump-
tlons were not supported by a single particle of
evidence, as it ap from the evidence that
duripg the four years that Cadet Grant had been in
the Academy he had only written four times to his
father to procure the remission of four sentences of

his classiates,

Mr. Banks signified nig idea that it was not the
buginess of the Honse to undertake the regulation
of affairs at tho Academy, He was o favor of the
restoration of the three cadets of the fourth class
and of sending back the case of the first class to the
ofMcers of the Institation, with instructions to in-
vestigate, and If In the judgment of tha Honse the
result arrived at was not correct the House could
then revise It.

FROM NEW YORK.

Keport from Pax-Commliniansr Wells.

Avrsany, Feb. 16.—<Tax Commissioner Wella"
report was snbmitted to the Legislature to-day.
He shows in many ways and by numerous cases
the followlng: —

First. That Btate ormunieipal taxation is now
in all States unsystematie, needlzssly interfer-
ing with industry, ubcertain of collection, in
many cases oppressive, and olten, particalarly
in New York State, s0 burdensome as to drive
away e¢apital and make many industrial enter-
prises impossible.

Becond. That among the chief canses for these
vices in Lthe system of BState laxation I8 the at-
tempt made to subject personal property of
every kind to taxation.

Third. The ammﬁl to tax personal property
bas everywhere failed because of evasions of
capital; that it has therefore been a form of
taxation not injurious to Industry where it
was actually levied, but partial, and thus unjust
in its bearing, because it could not be collected
fairly and generally.

Fourth. Heexhibits different and contrary de-
cisions of courts in different States concerning
the place where personal estate may rightly be
taxed, showlong au astonishing degree of coafa-
sion. Fifth. He shows the practice of other
countries—Great  Britain, ~ France, Prus-
gla, and IHolland—of not attempting to tax
personal estate, and exhibits the Important re-
sults of such exemption in favorof the indus-
tries of such countries against our own, show-
ing, for instance, that the mere State and city
taxes of New York discriminate against the
building and outfit here of & steamship fleet to a
fatal degree. Our Btate and local taxea
would be 237-100 per cent. on its
whole property or accessible capltal, while if
the company were Eunglish it would pay no
loeal taxes on its property, bul only atax on
the rental value of its offices, thus, without
counting at all the taxes of our general Govern-
ment, our local gystems of taxation, and that
fatally burden industry, the commissioner
enggeet Lwo outline codes to carry out the provi-
sions they recommend for securing Farlontl
property. The first of the provides (hat
the capital stock and property of any
corporation of this State organized as trust com-
;n‘l_:’y. ferry, plank road, or turnpike company,
savings baok, fire or marine insurance compa-
nies, or bankine company to receive deposits or
make loaus, and the shares In such banks and
all foreign insurance companies doing business
in the Btate shall be taxed as at preseat, and
every private banker shall be taxed on his capi-
tal employed, and In no less sum than one-guar-
ter of his wverage deposits that no other person-
sl property shall taxed; all Janda shall
be assessed at one-half of their value, and all
buildldgs at their full value.

The second ontline code provides that com-
panies named In the previous code shall be
taxed as heretofore, except that such companios
may deduct from the tolal of their capital the
aesesced value of thelr real estate. Oconplers
of real estate ag owners or {enants, ang pot
lodgers, are to be astessed a sum équal to th
aseeeecd rental value of the premises, this same
personal assessmeut, and
the tax on It to be collected in the samé msnner
a6 other personal taxes, but no other personal
properiy shall be taxed.
